Previous to 1877 there was no better 


known Republican in Ohio than Jos- 
eph W. Dwyar, familiarly called by 
his friends "Joe" Dwyer, who was 
born and raised In Coshocton county, 
and for a quarter of a century, dating 
from the birth of the Republican par- 
ty in Ohio in 1855, until his removal 
to "New Mexico in the first year of the 
Hayes administration, played a lead- 
ing part in Ohio politics, says theOMo 
/State Journal. Within the past week 
Mr. Dwyer has been visiting among 
his old friends in this city, and to me 
he talked most interestingly in a rem- 
iniscent way of the early struggles 
and triumphs of the party in Ohio. 
Although nearly 70 years of age and 
grizzled as a veteran of the war of 
the Crimes, he is still full of life and 
energy, and has a wonderful memory 
for men and events. 


"Oh yes," he said, "I was amember 


of the first Republican state conven- 
tion that ever assembled in this state 
in 1855, that convened in what was 
then known as Town Street Metho- 
dist church, being a delegate 
from 


Coshocton county, but that was not 
the first appearance of the Republi- 
can party in Ohio. As far back as 
1854 over in Coshocton county we had 
county conventions, and called our- 
selves Republicans and passed resolu- 
tions denouncing slavery. 
The con- 


vention in Columbus was held on the 
13th of July, 1855, in commemoration 
of the fact that on July 13, 1787, the 
ordinance creating the Northwest 
Territory, and dedicating it^forever 
to freedom, had been adopted by the 
congress of the confederation. It was 
essentially a fusion convention, repre 
sentme all the elements of the body 
politic at that time, old-time Whigs 
Free Sellers, Liberty men and many 
new recruits from the Democratic 
party and Knownothings. Il I recol- 
lect, Benjamin R. Cowen, of Beltnont 
now clerk of the United States court 
for the Southern district of Ohio, and 
for some time editor of the Ohio /S 
Journal, was temporary chairman, and 
William B. Allison, then of Wayne 
now United States senator from Iowa 
was one of the secretaries. 
John 


Sherman, of Richland, was perma 
nent chairman. Sherman had just 
entetcd public life, having the year 
betore been elected to congress from 
the Hichland district, defeating Wil- 
liam L. Lmdsley on an anti-Nebraska 
Republican platform. I shall never 
forget how Sherman looked that day. 
He wore white pants (then all the 
vogue), a black alpaca coat and a lead 
colored 'plug' hat. He did not make 
much of a speech, as I recall it. but it 
was the story at that time that when 
John was making his canvass for his 
first election to congress he could 
hardly talk in public at all, aad often- 
times all but broke down while trying 
to address his-constituents. 
But he 


got over that in time. 


"In the convention were such men 


as Rutherford B. Hayes, John Sher- 
man, Joshua R. Giddmgs, Cydnor B. 
Tompkins, (father of Hon. Emnoett 
Tompkins) Rufus P. Spalding, Prof. 
N. S. Townsend and others. John 
W. Andrews, of Franklin, was a mem-

Salmon P. Chase 
was nominated for governor, deteat- 
ng Joseph R. Swan, of Franklin, and 
Hiram Griswold, of Cuyauoga. Chase 
was presented from Hamilton county,

tate conventions and I recall him as 
i red-headed, pugnacious fellow, as 
ull of light as he is today. And among 
others I recall Judge J. A. Ambler, of 


lolumbiana, Alex Sands, of Hocking. 
Rush R. Sloane, of Sandusk'y, (now, a 
Democrat) James Monroe, of Lorain, 
afterward 
a member of congress) 


George H. Frey, of Clark, (who is yet 
alive) Martin Welker, of Wayne, Mo- 
ses H. Kirby, of Wyandot, B. F.Wade, 
Joshua R. Gildings, both of A&btabu- 
a; John A. Bingham and a host of 
others whose names stood high in the 
history of the Republican party in 
Ohio." 
"What was your estimate of the 


character of Salmon P. Chase?" 


"GovernorChase was a very able 


man, 
but was most susceptible to 


flattery. That was his weakness. He 
loved to be praised; he was ambitious; 
tie wanted to be president but he nev- 
er reached that exalted position. 
In 


1860, myself and other Chase -men at- 
tended the convention in Chicago, 
ana did what we could to secure the 
nolnination of Abraham Lincoln, 
Chase afterward being appointed sec- 
retary of the treasury. 
Chase's 


daughter, Miss Kate Chase, was a 
most adroit and beautiful young wo- 
man, 
who idolized her father and 


wanted him to be president, but she 
was doomed to disappointment. This 
morning, just for the sake of auld 
lang syne, I walked by the old Chase 
homestead, on the northeast corner of 
State and Sixth street*, now occupied 
by Charles Hayden. The place looked 
just as it did forty years ago. If those 
walls could talk they would tell the 
story of many a political intrigue and 
scheme that had for their object the 
advancement of Chase." 


During the administration of Grant 


Mr. Dwyer was pension agent in this 
city, ..ccupying the rooms of Taylor, 
Taylor & Taylor, on the southwest 
corner of High and State streets. He 
was afterward appointed superintend- 
ent of the revenue service, embracing 
tbe territory of Ohio and Indiana,also 
by appointment of Grant, and was a 
close personal friend of that gieat 
military leader. 
When Rutherford 


B. Hayes became president,Mr. Dwyer 
and the late John Delano, son ot the 
late Hon. Lincoln Delano, who was 
secretary of the interior in the Grant 
cabinet, went to New Mexico where 
they engaged m ranching on a large 
scale, in the vicinity of Raton, where 
Mr. Dwyer still resides. 
Mi. Delano 


died some years ago. 


"What about statehood for New 


Mexico, is it desired by the people?" 


"No. 
The people who are most 


interested in the progress and welUre 
of the territory are opposed to it now. 
We have a territorial legislature that 
enacts laws for us, but it is under the 
supervision of congress, and it is best 
so. The better elements of the peo- 
ple of New Mexico aie not now in 
command of the state, and until they 
are tbe territorial form of government 
ought to remain. Our pretent gover- 
nor is Miguel A. Otero, and our dele- 
gate to congress is B. S. Bodey, a Re- 
publican of Albuquerque. The people 
of New Mexico as a rule, are satisfied 
to have things remain as they are. It 
is a good thing to have the supervi- 
sion of the federal government over 
New Mexico."

MEANS OP ESCAPE INSTANTLY CUT. 


Spread With Greet Rapidity 


*nd tbe Victim* Succumbed Witbln 
m Few Moments of the Discovery of 
the Blaze and tbe Sounding of tkte 
Alarm—Attempts at Rescue. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., Feb. 27>-Thirty- 


aix miners lost their lives in the fire 
that broke out in Mine No. 1 of the 
Diamondville Coal company at Dia- 
mondville. The fire was discovered 
shortly after the night 
shift com- 


menced work. The names made such 
progress that only one man escaped 
from the two entries in which it was 
confined. His name is John Anderson 
and he was frightfully burned in run- 
ning the gauntlet of the flames. He is 
unable to give any account of the ac- 
cident, other than he was suddenly 
confronted by a wall of fire and smoke 


• and wrapping his head in an overcoat 
fie-ran in the direction of the main 
entrance. 
. 


• The fire is said to have been started 
through a spark dropping oh old can- 
vass and oil in a small room, where oil 
and tools were stored. 


As soon as the fire was discovered 


toy a boy driver, named James Hetson, 
he bravely ran and told many men, 
who were inside. Richard Fern, 15, 
also ran'through levels Nos. 6, 7 and 
8, and notified ,the men, and many 
were saved through his courageous ac- 
tion. It is supposed that many of those 
yet in the mine could have been saved 
had .they understood or heeded the 
first warning of danger. Brave men 
made several desperate attempts to 
reach the men through the lower level, 
but their efforts were in vain. 


With the 
exception 
of 
Thomas 


Simpson and his son and Frank Dwyer 
all the victims are Austriahs, Italians 
and Finlanders, making a total of 36 
lives lost. It-is., given out by Super- 
intendent Thomas Sneddon, and con- 
firmed by others familiar with the con- 
ditions, that the lives of all the men 
were certainly extinguished within 
three minutes of the fife gaining the 
ascendency.

AN HOUR OP EXCITEMENT FOLLOWED.

Washington, Feb. 27.—The house 


was the scene of a sensational inci 
dent, which threw that body into a 
violent state of excitement. Mr. Lentz 
(Dem., O.) stirred the Democrats to a 
fever pitch by rising to a question of 
privilege, charging that a speech he 
had turned over to the public printer 
under general leave to print, had been 
withheld from the Record, and had 
been turned over to General 'Gros- 
venOi- of Ohio by the speaker. The 
Speech was an attack upon Senator 
Hanna and the methods by which he 
was elected to 
the 
senate. 
The 


speaker explained that it had been 
represented to him that the speech 
violated the privileges of the house 
and he had directed that it would be 
withheld until he could look 6Ver it. 
Pressure of business had prevented 
him from doing so, however, and only 
20 minutes before, he said, he had 
directed that the speech go into the 
Record, believing that if it contained 
anything offensive it could be stricken 
out of the Record by the house later 


, Intense excitement followed. Sev- 
eral points of order were made by Re- 
publicans, but the speaker declined to 
sidetrack the matter in that way 
holding, however, that, to • proceed, a 
motion of some kind must be before 
the house. Thereupon Mr. Richard 
son, the Democratic leader, offered a 
resolution, declaring that the speaker 
had no right to withhold speeches 
Against this the question of considera 
tion was raised by Mr. Lacey, and by 
a strict party vote the house decided 
not to consider it. Amid still greater 
excitement and confusion Mr. Rich 
ardson offered another resolution con 
demning the speaker's action in terms 
and,directing that the speech'be "de 
livered 
forthwith" 
to the 
public 


printer. Again Mr, Lacey raised the 
question of consideration, and again 
by a strict party vote the house re- 
fused to consider It. At this point fur- 
ther proceedings were cut off by ad- 
journment.

Senate Proceedings. 


Washington, Feb. 27.—An important 


amendment to the Philippine amend 
ment to the army appropriation bit 
was agreed to in the senate. It was 
$n. amplification of the 
amendment 


previously offered by Mr. Hoar, lay- 
Ing restrictions upon the sale of pub- 
lic lands and the granting of fran- 
chises and concessions in the Philip- 
pines. It was accepted by the com- 
mittee in charge of the measure, and 
is now a part of the committee amend- 
ment. 


Mr. Morgan (Ala.) continued 
his 


speech, and occupied the floor during 
the greater part of the day. He dis 
cussed comprehensively both the Phil 
ippine and Cuban amendments. He 
appealed to the committee to with- 
draw both propositions, maintaining 
that congress wa^treading on danger- 
ous ground. Mr. Morgan declared the 
Cuban amendment was a "legislative 
ultimatum." "We are saying to the 
Cubans," he insisted, "take this or 
die. 
Take this or abandon your hopes 


of an independent, autonomous gov- 
ernment. 
You must stand and de- 


liver." Mr. Morgan protested against 
thus imposing the views and demands 
of this government upon Cuba. 
He 


insisted that Cuba never could and 
never would accept the terms Imposed 
by this government. He referred to 
what he said was the popular feeling 
in Cuba against the United States. 


Mr. Allen (Neb.) obtained the floor 


from Mr. Morgan and 
severely ar- 


raigned Rear Admiral Sampson for 
some endorsements he is alleged to 
have made on the application of Chief 
Gunner Charles Morgan of the navy 
for promotion to the grade of com- 
sioned officer. 
It was 
charged Ad- 


miral Sampson said he was opposed 
to appointing warrant officers to the 
grade of ensign, because they had not 
enjoyed the social advantages which, 
Sampson held, a commissioned officer 
of the navy should have enjoyed in 
order that he might represent proper- 
ly his country, in foreign countries 
particularly. 


"If William T. Sampson is the au- 


thor of those endorsements," declared 
Mr. Allen with vehemence, "he is a 
conceited ass, and he ought to be 
marked down as such. We are not 
bringing up in this country a race of 
snobs. 
If I am correctly informed, 


there was a time when Sampson was 
no better than Charles Morgan, the 
gunner.

stock. If this rank and arrant coward 
is to be believed, the time may never 
come in this country when a poor boy 
may attain to such a position as his 
abilities warrant him in holding."
